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Terrifio Explosion of Gas Under 


Wilkesbarre, Pa, 


"WrT.KKPRAiniK, Pa.,Oct. 8.—Shortly affcor 
5 o'clock liisfc evening: a tprrific explosion 
of fîns ontnirrnd in the Dorranoo mine, 
opovatod by the Lobiph Valley Ooal com- 
pany, whiirh is fiituat>ed in the uortlnvestorn 
part of the city. 
Ifc la not yet known how 
many men were in tho mine. Tho officials 
nrô very reticent, and It is ahïioBt impossi- 
ble to get nny information from tho lorola 
of thoeiirtii where tho rescuers are at work. 
At 8 o'clock Ave men, all badly burned, 
•were broAiííht to the surface, IMiey are: 
Robert Blanchard, aiïcd 19yearíi; William 
Miller, aped 21; Michael Mosg, Geovffo 
Lnfly And Joseph Murphy. Tho first two 
are menibers of tho engineer corps. Moss 
and Lally are laborers, and Murphy is a 
driver. Tho injuries of Moss were so se- 
rious tliat lie died at tho hospital at 1 
»Vlock-this morninfr. .Millar and Blanch- 
anl avo so terribly injured that they cannot 
survive. 


Blanchnrd pravo his version of tho explo- 
sion to a reporter as he lay on a cot in tlio 
hospital. 
According to his statement, 
shortly hefon^ 6 o'clock tho enf^ineer corps 
decided to make a surveyor a portion of 
tho old abandoned work i nijs known as tho 
Baltimore scction, and which iinderlio tho 
grounds of tho Wilkesbarre Baseball club, 
one mile distant from the main opening of 
the mine. Tlip party, wliicli was in cliargo 
of Fire Boss Daniel Roesc, who is an ex- 
pert on niine gases, consisted of William 
Jones, Williani Caliill 
and 
Llewellyn 
Owens. 
Rlancliard and Miller were left 
behind to ilnisli some work that had. been 
started in the niorning. 


About twi^lvo minutes after tho party 
had Icfc Miller and Jilauchard tho explo- 
sion oceurjvd. Both Miller and Blanchard 
were knocked down hy^ its force. 
Flying 
timbers also strnek 
il 1er, breaking both 
his arms. 
After btûng Icnocked down 
Miller and Hlanchard remembered noth- 
ing until they were revived at tho hospital. 
Blanchard thinks one of the engineers, or 
probably tlie fire boss, set Are to a body of 
gas In tr^^io old workings. 


When Blanchard was found ho was be- 
ing slowly roasted to death. The gas had 
sot lire to his clothes, and they had been 
almost burned off his body when tho res- 
cuers ciimo upon him. Miller, with his 
broken arms, could render him no assist- 
ance, and IManehard was so pinned down 
by debris that ho could not mako use of 
his iiaiuls. 


In addition to Moss tho dead arc: Will- 
lam L. Jone^i, mining engineer, aged 21, 
of Wilkesbarre; William Cahill, mining 
engineer, aged 20, Wilko-sbarre; Llewellyn 
Owens, mining engineer, iged îM, Pitts- 
ton; Daniel Davis, (Ire boss, aged .S8. 


WlLKKSBAlîHK, Pa., Oct Í).—Tlio debris 
In tlv» Dorrance mine was cleared up by 7 
o'cloci^ last evening, and aseárcíh of all tho 
breasts and gangways failed to reveal any 
more bodies. TIio list t)f dead will there- 
fore not exceed live, unless Blanchard and 
Miller, who are In the hospital, slioulddio. 


The feeling in mining circles is that 
Firo Boss Davis was to a great extent re- 
spojïsible for the disaster. Ho h¡id no 
business to allow the engineering corps to 
enter the old chanibor until ho had first 
ascertained whether or not thero was any 
gas in tlio place. He CÍUTÍÍHI a safety lamp, 
while the siu'voyors had uaked lights. Al- 
though Davis had been in that part of tho 
mine a short time before, and had found 
no gas, miners say that does not exoner- 
ate lihn, as gas in a mine will Homotlmos 
accumulate very rapidly. As tlio man 
paid the penalty for his own negligence, if 
such it was, the publie, is jiot inclined to 
censure him, luit rallier to extend sym- 
pathy to his ajniotcd family.

FATAL FIGHT BETWEEN MINERS. 


A Woman- Frlffbtt^nod to Poalh and One 
Man Futally Injured. 


GROVKCITV, Pa., Oct, 0.—A riot among 
tho m ners at Chestnut Ridgo luis caused 
great excitement hero. Ono woman is 
dead and onoof the miners is in tho lockup 
in a critic.al condition. 
Ked Phillips, a 
disreputable chañu'fcer, wont to Chestnut 
Ridge and got together his followers, and 
proceeded to tho houso of Abo Stone, a 
miner, with whom Phillips was on bad 
terms. When admittance was refused the 
crowd they began bi'oaking tho windows. 
Stone llred his revolver into tho crowd, 
and by this timo his friends had come to 
his assistance. 


A gener/il light took placo inside tho 
houso, and tho fight was to the death. 
Knives, revolvers, clubs and gas pipes 
were- used as weapóns. The house was 
wrecked, tJio floors literally covered with 
blood,.fcevery window Is broken and tho 
furniture completely domoli.shcd. 


Every man in tho party is pretty well 
battered up, Stone and Phillips suiTering 
the worst. Stone will probably recover, 
but Phillips cannot live. His liead was 
cut and bruised Imdly, and ono of his eyes 
was protruding from its socket. Ho is also 
cut and bruised about the body. 


Mrs. William Smith, who lives just 
across the street, was literally frlglitened 
to death. She saw Phillips being pounded 
ovor the head with a club, and. without a 
word she fell over dead.

A Not«d Am«TiOAn Sonlptor Dead. 


LONDON, Oct. 8.—The Times this morn- 
ing announces that William Wetmoro 
storey, tho American sculptor, died at 
Yallambrosa. at-the residence of his daugh- 
ter, tho Marchesa Peruzzi. William Wet- 
more Storey, artist, sculptor and poet, was 
born at Salem, Mass., Feb. 13, isii), and 
Was tho son of Joseph Storey, associate 
justice of tho supreme court of tho rnited 
States, and the famous commentatiir on 
tho constitution. 
Ho was graduated at 
Harvard in 1888. and its law dt^partment 
in 1840. He was admitted to the bar, and 
devoted his attention largely to the preii- 
aration of law reports and a treatise on 
contracts. At the same time he was a fre- 
quent conti'ibutor of both prose and verso 
to various ptjriodiciils. In 18-4 his fond- 
no.'ss for art led to his going to Italy, whero 
he had ever since resided, devoting hia at- 
tion chiefly to Bculpturo.

tho earlv Presidents. 


Away back beiore tho lievolntion 
Mrs. Alexander was born, a slave, in 
Winchester. Va. 
Her maiden name

Her master served in 
the Kevolution. and when he returned 
home at its close she met him at the 
gate and carried his knapsack and ac- 
coutrements into the hou^e. 


Her earliest recollection goes back 
to tho home of her master in Prince 
Edward's County, Virginia.

there 
General 
Washington 
stoj^i^ed at her mapter's house, but 
whether it was during or after the 
Revolutionary War 
she cannot 
re- 
member. 
Later the family'' movinl to 
Richmond. 
That was then quite a 
small place. 
In 
her master re - 
moved to Kentucky, taking his slaves 
with him. 
After some years he died 
there, and tho interest of 4he other 
heirs in tho estate was purchased by 
Miller Alexander, Jr.,who brought the 
slaves—ten in number—to Hamilton, 
111., and set them all free. 
This was 
about live years before the commence- 
ment of the Civil War. 
i\Iiller Alex- 
ander remained in Hamilton tdl the 
clofao of the war and then removed to 
St. Louis, where he now resilles.

was a model master, as was his father,

company will daily receive 
350,000 
gallo.is of water, and 
11 trains will 
run between Holidaysburg and 
Al- 
toona to carry it. 
Holidaysburg is 
the only town in the Juniata Valley 
that now has a superabundant 
water 
supply. 
Six communities are depend- 
ent upon the local reservoir. 
At Al- 
toona and Tyrone the famine has be- 
come serious.
